fo put it bluntly, ridiculous. 

The twa officials most actively 
concerned with the problem ure Ye- 
huda Cohen, head of the Public 
Works Department, who deals with 
inter-urban highways: and Pinhas 
Ben-Shaul, head of road traffic in 
the Transport Ministry, who con- 
centrates on the cities. Both have 
solutions in mind. In both cases 
those solutions are obstructed. 

By lack of budget, as is usually the 
ease? Unfortunately not. Shortage 
of funds would be a respectable rea- 
son for partial paralysis. The true 
reason is something far more shame- 
ful: the incapacity of the govern- 
ment to set proper priorities, to 
think its way round procedural ob- 
stacles and to override the opposi- 
tion of special interests. 


THE SITUATION IS rapidly get- 
ting worse. Every 12 months, 70,000 
new vehicles lengthen the queues at 
traffic-lights. 

“Think of it,” says Cohen, “dur- 
ing the last 20 years the number of 
vehicles on (he roads has quadru- 
pled, rising from 200,000 in 1967 to 
the present total of 865,000. 

“Israel now has 200 vehicles per 
thousand inhabitants. The ratio in 
Western Europe is 350-400. And 
Tm not even mentioning America.” 

Ben-Shaul agrees. “The way 
things are going,” he says.'we shall 
be catching up with the Europeans 
by the year 2000.” 

Which means that - assuming no 
accelerated population growth - the 
number of vehicles in Israc! will 
double again over the next dozen 
years, to exceed 1.5 million. 

“So what?” one argument gocs. “ 
If people cannot get into Tel Aviv 
by car, let them go by bus.” It 
sounds cynical, but facts have to be 
faced: hampering the private motor- 
ist is becoming legitimate policy. 

Ben-Shaul suggests a few devices: 
put toll-gates round Tel Aviv, vary- 
ing the charge from a maximum at & 
a.m. to nothing during the quiet 
hours of the day. Close all parking- 
spaces (including sidewalk parking) 
inside the city until 9 a.m. Private 
motorists will thus stay out until the 
tush-hour travel - by public trans- 

- is over. Anybody having to be 
town early will have no option but 
. to join the bus queue. 

Discouraged also will be those in- 
considerate individuals who leave 
the car all day outside their work- 
place, using it only to go home. 
"People must learn automobiles are 
made for driving, not for parking,” 
Ben-Shaul points out.”

Limiting the volume of circulation 
by administrative decree is thus not 
only soul-destroying, it is also insuf- 
ficient by itself to solve the problem. 

No single solution, it is coming to 
be generally recognized, can bridge 
the gap between road capacity and 
ever-increasing traffic. 

How about making bus travel 
more attractive? If we may return to 
the Herzliya-Tel Aviv bottleneck, 
average bus speed (including stops) 
is 10 kph, instead of 25 kph. Some 
places in Israel have introduced 8 
separate bus lane, onto which pri- 
vate motorists are not admitted. 

Does that not speed up the buses? 
It does, at the expense of slowing 
down the rest of the traffic even 
further (which might not be alto- 
gether bad, giving an extra incentive 
to travel by public transport). 

Ben-Shaul’s answer, however, is 
more radical. Jf a separate lane, he 


says, why not, put 8 railway train on 
it, which will carry not 40 people, 
but 400?

Rishon-Le-Zion. 

There is also a Stage Six, which 
will in fact be launched before the 
others.

Road construction 1s easy to plan 
in outlying zones uncluttered with 


people, but the problein lies else- 


where, nearer home. The sections 
crying out for relief are feeder roads 
into the big cities, also highways 
running through areas of urban 
sprawl, or traversing densely-culti- 
vated land. The obstacle in each 
specific case is vociferous municipal- 
ities, regional councils and farmers’ 
associations that don’t want stran- 
gers trespassing on their land. 

‘The biggest check to rapid travel - 

everybody will agree - is those inier- 
pal traffic lights. 
. The PWD's Yehuda Cohen wants 
to phase them out by turning every 
crossroad along the main arteries 
into an interchange. The Geha high- 
way is dense with traffic. Two inter- 
changes have becn built there to 
date, improving the traffic flow no 
end. 

If four more are added, Geha will 
become, to the plaudits of every car- 
owner, Israel's first freeway. The 
four are: Givat Shmuel, Bar-Tan, 
Yitzhak Sadeh and Bnei Brak. 

Says Cohen: “The Gival Shmuel 
interchange should have been com- 
pleted by now, yet work has not 
even started. Planning upprovals are 
held up by local opposition." Pcopie 
do not want towering concrete struc- 
tures outside their front doors. Bnei 
Brak argues that building more: 
roadway would mean aggravating 
Sabbath traffic. 

Nevertheless, Cohen believes the 
Givat Shmuel project will be inaugu- 
rated in the coming fiscal year, and 
βα will two on the coast road - one at 
Havatzelet Hasharon, the other at 
Kfar Vitkin nearby (the latter is al- 
ready started). 

“As things are, drivers coming 
from side roads cannot turn inte the 
Haifa-Tel Aviv motorway, with the 
murderous flow of traffic that there 
is,” he says. 

Roads are being widened (the 
four lanes of Herzliya-Tel Aviv will 
become six) and brand-new high- 
ways are being built. That is not 
always easy cither. 

“A plan to construct a second link 
between Acre and Nahariya has 
been stymied for 13 years by oppo- 
nents inside the zone, notably circles 
fighting against encroachments on 
agricultural land. This particular 
dispute even reached the High 
Court.” 

‘What was the verdict? ‘‘The court 
said, find a compromise. We are still 
searching for one.” 


THANKFULLY, not all projects 
are so entangled, and ideas 
proliferate.

So disturbed was the PWD over 
the Treasury's indifference to this 
side of its work that it commissioned 
a spectal study by three Technion 
professors. They concluded that the 
present budget for maintenance of 
NIS 35 million a yeur should be 
tripled.

Binyamin/King George intersection. 


The thinking behind such a plan is 
to force vehicular traffic out of this 
key, over-clogged area into parking 
lots strategically located on the pe- 
riphery of these areas.

Every major metropolitan area, ex- 
cept perhaps Singapore, which sim- 
ply banned private cars from its 
downtown, has the same problem, 
The city wouldn't be a city without 
attracting so many hundreds of 
thousands of people a day. 

Cities grow or wither according to 
their ability to serve as those mag- 
nets for the outlying conimunitics. 
There is no overall solution, there 
wilt be no bright morning in the sun 
when commuting will suddenly be a 
breeze, when parking spaces will be 
the natural right of all car owners. 

Instead, cities lurch with more or 
less convenience into the future, 
solving a bottle-neck here, inadver- 
tently creating a traffic jam there. 

But that doesn’t mean it's impos- 
sible to coordinate all the various 
authorities and political and eco- 
nomic interests that determine the 
shape of a city's roads. Assif Sha- 
mai, the Tel Aviv city engineer, has 
a large multi-coloured map hanging 
over his desk. Each colour repre- 
sents a commercial, residential, 
business or entertainment district. 
Roads of various kinds -- from thor- 
oughfares to dead-end alleyways -- 
are marked in coded colours. 

Theoretically, there is a logic to 
this map of the future. But as they 
say in Hebrew, “go know” where, in 
another 10 years, the city's heart- 
beat will be pulsing. After all, by 
then there will be another city engi- 
neer, another map, indeed another

Wald regarded Kuti's words as a 
“testament.” He decided as his 
yearly paper at the college to ana- 
lyse the war. Levy agreed, Wald had 
access to the tapes of all the discus- 
sions, at every level, in the IDF War 
Room during the Lebanon War. He 
also had access to the full set of 
round-the-clock air reconnaisance 
photographs of all ihe battlefields 
and to all the debriefings of the Leb- 
anon War commanders, some of 
which he carried out himself, after 
the battles.

Wald recalls that he submitted his 
report -- which was highly critical of 
the IDF’s performance in the war -- 
to Levy on April 15, 1983, the day 
Levy became CGS.

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THE RAILWAY LINES become 
rusty north of Nahariya. Eventually 
they disappear into an artificial cut- 
ting, become buried under a gravel 
road, and reappear as broken stcel 
skeletons of a bygone age. 

‘Two tunnels, built in 1943 by New 
Zealand army engineers, once car- 
ried British trains through the white 
chalk cliffs into French Lebanon, 
until the Palmah, fearing their use as 
an invasion route from the north, 
blew up the line in March 1948. 

The white slash of the chalk cliffs, 
easily visible from Mount Carmel 37 
kilometres away, beckoned travel- 
Jers to the ancient coastal road; for 
only here, where the cliffs drop 
sheer to the Mediterranean Sea, was 
the otherwise forbidding range low 
enough to be surmounted. “The 
Ladder of Tyre,” the ancients called 
it, for having topped the ridge, that 
Phoenician city lay before them in 
all its splendour. 

Scholars surmise that “the Lad- 
der” was not merely a metaphor for 
the ascent of the ridge, but that in 
antiquity, the road was literally a 
stepped one, cut out of the soft 
tock, 

King Solomon's good fricnd Hi- 
ram of Tyre might have welcomed 
the convenience of the modern high- 
way, built by the British after World 
War I. So too, more ominously. 
might the armies of Sennacherib the 

rian, Alexander the Great, the 
Syrian Seleucids, the Romans and 
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the Crusaders. At the western edge 
of the Fertile Crescent, this was a 
natural invasion route, whether the 
goal was the Land of Israel itself, or 
the power centres of imperial Egypt 
that Jay beyond. 

The modern name of the place -- 
Rosh Hanikra, “Grotto Head” -- 
focuses on the magnificent local nat- 
ural attraction rather than on the 
promise of what ties further north. 
In the irregular and apparently ran- 
dom meanderings of the border be- 
tween the British and French Man- 
dates determined by the League of 
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Nations in 1922, Rosh [lunikra wis 
one of the few natural landmarks. 
There are historical precedents. 

In 145 BCE, the Seleucid boy- 
king Antiochus VI, puppet-mas- 
tered by the pretender Pryphon, es- 
tablished Jonathan the Maccabee as 
high priest and rulcr over Isracl, and 
made the younger Maccabean 
brother Simon “governor of the re- 
gion from the Ladder of Tyre to the 
frontier of Egypt" (1 Macc. 11). 

Simon's latter-day compatriots re- 
vived the tradition: In 1949, the 
cease-fire agreement with Lebanon 
confirmed the Mandatory bound- 
aries as Israel's northern border. 


FROM THE parking area of Rosh 
Hanikra there is a fine view of the 
rocky Western Galilce coastline. At 
wetter periods in the earth's geologi- 
cal past, the sea-level was higher 
and the inundation of the coast con- 
sequently greater than today. The 
present shore, worn flat by constant 
wave abrasion, the banana planta- 
tion of Kibbutz Rosh Hanikra above 
and behind, and the site’of the kib- 
butz itself on a still higher plateau to 
the east, represents the shorelines of 
three different eras. ᾿ 

By comparison with the eons it 
has taken to form the scenery of the 
land -- Mount Carmel and the Gali- 
lee hills, for example -- Rosh Ha- 
nikra is, geologically speaking, ἃ 
brash newcomer. 

Take the splendid 142-minute ca- 
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ble-cur ride over the precipice, but 
as you step out of the car at the 
bottom, and before you plunge inte 
the gloom of the grotto wonderland, 

ause and Jook up at the cliff-face 
ἴδοις, Jt is scarred by vertical cracks, 
fault-lines created by the region's 
tectonic movements. Through 
these, water has penetrated, cating 
away the soft limestone to form 
crevices and small caves. 

The absence at Rosh Hanikra of a 
gently-sloping shore to break the 
force of the Mediterranean waves 
has allowed them to pound the cliffs 
-- and the crevices -- with unabated 
strength, and carve out the famous 
grottoes. The whole process, geolo- 
gists believe, has taken place within 
the last million years -- a geological 
eye-blink! -- and possibly far more 
recently even than that. 


THERE ARE other explanations 
for the scarred cliffs. An Arab Icg- 
end relates that the Prophet Mo- 
hammed, travelling up the coast, 
found his way blocked by the moun- 
tain that kissed the sea. When the 
mountain refused to make way for 
him, the Prophet laid into it with his 
staff, scarring it for eternity. 

The grottocs fascinate at any sca- 
son, ἃ place to sit and muse and be 
mesmerized by the play of light and 
shade and the hypnotic heave of the 
tides. But Rosh Hanikra is at its 
spectacular best when the sea is 
restless, and the waves come cours- 
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ing in o explode within the caverns 
and froth into the innermust 
chambers. : 

At such times, the visitor leaning 
on the zailings risks αὶ drenching by 
the sew spray, but that is perhaps 
less a penalty for his foolhardiness 
than the small price for his commu- 
nion with nature at its finest. 

Back in the sunshine, a fine white 
natural pillar known variously 4s the 
elephant's foot or the elephant's 
trunk -- it literally depends on one’s 
point of view -- stands firmly planted 
on the harder marine rocks. ᾿ 

Where the cliff flattens out a bit, 
you may find among the nodules of 
dark flintstone the occasional 
“sand-dollar,” a fossilized mollusc, 
embedded in the chalk. It's a good 
pluce to rest a while. 

Alternatively, at the cliff-top caf- 
eteria, tuke your cup of coffee to 
one of the patio tables and contem- 
plate one of Israel's natural 

wonders. 

On a rough day, the roar of the 
surf in the grottoes is easily heard on 
the cliff-top, and hence another 
legend. <

AMONG the items Ε tasted were 
fresh and cooked carrat salad, a 
brown bean salad, tabbouleh (a sal- 
ad made with cracked wheat), fried 
vgeplant and squash in a tomate 
suuce. The guiding principle in alt 
these tems seenied to be a very light 
hand with the seasoning, so light as 
ty be almust non-existent. 1 could 
have dune with a few more herbs 
and spices, but it is quite possible 
that the usual clientele like the way 
White Hall prepares its κα πα. 
There are Shree or four different 
types of steak available in different 
weights. Indeed, one may even or- 
der prime tib of beef -- αὶ minimum 
order being a kilo. [ decided to try 


the fillet, although 1 have been so 
conditioned by iscal meat-eating 
habits that F could face no more than 
the minimum 200 grams. 

I was somewhat bemused by the 
form the steak took, a fillet served 
lengthwise like a sort of luxury sau- 
sage, rather than being dressed so 
that it arrives at the table cut across 
the grain. It arrived rare, as I had 
ardered, indeed very rare, which | 
found quite to my liking. . 

My companion, however, was not 
so happy with a medium-rare entre- 
cote, which appeared well-grilled 
on one side and rather pate on the 
other. 

Both steaks came to the table un- 
dressed, with no sauce or relish of 
any kind. Later I noticed, when we 
were about to finish our meal, that 
other diners seemed to be getting 
same sort of sauce with their meat, 
but that of course did us no good. 
The matehstick chips served with my 
stenk were excellent, while my com- 
panion’s baked potato with sour 
cream was satisfactory. “

As the only wine served by the 
glass was Latroun, which 1 do not 
particularly appreciate, | had a large 
draught beer. My companion, citing 
a strange and to my mind totally 
fallacious theory having to do with 
gastric juices, ordered a whisky with 
his meal. To my mind, the only 
thing that hard liquor does for food 
is deaden the taste buds, 

I suppose that to complete my 
cholestrol] binge, I should have tried 
the cream cake, but the fact was that 
I simply could not face it at that 
point. Instead, I was delighted ta 
find that one of my favourites, a 
pear cooked in wine, was available. 
Alas, the pear had come out of atin 
and the medium in which it had 
been cooked included cocoa. It was 
hardly what I expected. 

My companion tried the fruit sal- 
ad, which had the advantage of he- 
ing fresh. 

The bill came to NIS 78. If there is 
still anyone around who feels that a 
good meal is a “steak this thick,” 
that is about as good a price as any. 0

VINCENT VAN GOGIL, an artist 
blessed with a “terrible lucidity” af 
vision but destroyed by loneliness, 
poverty and lack of recognition, i 
the subject of a sizzling s 
sculptures, reliefs and diawings by 
Igael Tunarkin. These new works, 
which contrive to express the spirit, 
suffering and genius of the artist by 
“quoting” his own works, can be 
viewed as both a direct continuation 
(in forms, materiuls and symbots) 
and a subtle deviation (in thematic 
approach) οὗ and from Tumarkin's 
eurlier assemblages, which pura- 
phrase scenes of extreme human 
[δεῖ πα in Old Master works (cru- 
cifixions by Grunewald, Caravag- 
gio, Michelangela) and endow them 
with contemporary and national 
significance. 

As a basis for his imuginative im- 
provisations, Tumarkin has turned 
to wo Van Gogh paintings made in 
Arles two years before his suicide: 
©The Sower” (afier Millet), with a 
sulphurous yellow sun as its domi- 


nant motive; and “The Painter on 
his Way to Taracon", which depicts 
Van Gogh, straw hat on head, paint- 
gear and campstool on back, an im- 
uge already partially expiored in a 
series of paintings (ca. 1957) by En- 
glish artist Francis Bacon. 

‘Two of the three sculptures in the 
“Vincent” series show only slight 
variations in their form and motifs 
from ‘Tumarkin’s “Pieta Rundanini” 
sculpture (after Michelangelo), re- 
cently installed at the Isracl Muse- 
um. All these works are in painted 
iron, comprising a kind of mock pro- 
jectile launcher mounted on railway 
tracks and linked by a taut wire to a 
cut-out human target. Contrasts and 
tensions, which are familiar compo- 
nents in Tumarkin’s sssemblages, 
are evident also here (man vs..ma- 
chine, figural vs. geometric forms, 
heavy ys. light materials), with track 
and target motifs agin used to sym- 
holize death-camp transit trains and 
human sacrifice. One of the new 
works is painted all yellow (a colour

»yOU MUST SEE a lot of pretly 
things in the course of your work,” 
an acquaintance said to me recently 
with a hint of envy.

NOTHING I'VE SEEN recently 
has been quile as ‘pretly us the 
stained glass windows being pro- 
duced by a new method in Herzliya 
and offered for homes, businesses, 
and synagogues. It is made by a 
brand-new firm with a name which, 
in Hebrew, is a play on the word for 
ass and transliterates as Ziv-Chit. 
though I think Ziv-Hit might be 
more catchy in English. On its bro- 
chures, the firm uses the initials 
§GO, which is the registered trade 
name of the California company 
from which it has the exclusive 
rights to import the special colour- 
ings and utilize the processing 
method. ᾿ 
In traditional stained glass win- 


dows, cut pieces of coloured glass 


are positioned on a sheet of plain 
glass in jigsaw-puzzle fashion with 


er with heat, und then the spaces 
between the coloured pieces are 
filled in with strips of lead and with 
putty. 

In the new American method of 
Stained Glass Overly -- or SGO for 
short, chemical dyes are affixed toa 
smooth shect of glass by a factory 
process known as “radiation”. The 
sheet is then baked at high heat. 
Lead outlines give the designs the 
appearance of traditional stained 


The local company owners, Uriel 
Shay, an industrial goods importer, 
and Ya’acov Cohen, a building con- 
tractor, claim that the new method 
of making stuined glass windows has 
advantages over the method devel- 
oped in medieval times. The new 
way allows almost limitless shadings 
of colour and texture, and designs 
can be much more intricute. “Deli- 
cate curves which would be impussi- 
ble to execute in cut glass pieces are 
fo problem with our method,” de- 
clared Shay, during a recent tour of 
the firm’s showrgom, auljacent to its 
workshop. 

While the SGO method can be 
used on any ordinary window glass. 
Ziv-Chit strongly recommends that 
it be executed only on glass at least 


four millimetres thick and known ἃ5. Οἱ 


safety glass. This makes sense, since 
the bulk of the expense is the work- 
Manship and not the materials. The 
Ziv-Chit healing process itself fur- 
ther strengthens the glass, so that, 
when safety glass is used, the end 
Tesult is a window which is almost 
‘Unbreakable, Shay contends.

FEW PEOPLE KNOW it, bu! Isrf- 
el has a school for the glass arts, at 
the old Jaffa port. Three years old, 
it js called Silica, the Glass Institute, 
and it was established by Moshe 
Gordon and Andy Darby, partners 
for 10 years in Silica Studio attached 
to it. Among the subjects taught is 
stained glass making, both by the 
traditional medieval method and an 
adaptation called the Tiffany meth- 
od, which substitutes copper foil for 
lead. ᾿ ᾿ 

There are no academic prerequi- 
sites for study at The Glass Institute, 
and visitors are welcome there daily, 
Sunday through Thursday, Ja.m. to 
8 p.m., where they can see works by 
students or shop for materials.

The author doesn’t think much of 
heart transplant surgeons who pric- 
tise their “sport,” nor of cancer 
specialists who “experiment” with 
the latest concuction of nasty drugs 
on terminal cases. He believes (hut 
some gynaecologists despise women 
and want to assert u dominance they 
fear they muy not naturally possess, 
Bul he reserves his greatest scorn for 
psychintrists. This breed he subdi- 
vides into the druggers, the shock- 
ers, the slicers, the persunders and’ 
the talkers. He rightly castigates the 
appalling conditions in many lunatic 
asylums in Great Britain. .

THIS IS A family affair, born in 
Stages over the years and compiled 
only now in this song book and cas- 
sette set. He started writing his 
songs when his daughter Gali was 
born nearly two decades ago, fol- 
lowed by Libby and then by Ye- 
huda, all teen-agers now. 

Of course, this is not an entirely 
homespun project. A commercial 
purpose πὸ doubt came to mind ear- 
ly on, when music for Manor's 22 
lyrics was obviously commissioned 
from some of the country's niost in- 
demand pop composers, who, when 
dealing with this material, did not 
fail to display their uncanny talent 
for producing tunes that all sound 
pretty much the sume: contrived and 
unmelodic. The cassette that accom- 
panies the book features the likes of 
Zippi Shavit, Yehudit Ravitz, Rivka 
Zohar, Matti Caspi and other stars 
in our firmament, often shouting out 
loud by way of either sounding exu- 
berant or making the most of the 
music. 

The best thing in this set is what is 
really homemade -- Manor's lyrics. 
Many of these feature his children’s 
names and deal, often refreshingly 
and humorously, with their every- 
day preoccupations as tots and 
school-age youngsters. They make 
much nicer stuff for reciting out loud 
with children than they do for 
singing. 

The tunes are neither catchy nor 
timeless. They are a far cry from the 
beautiful -- and thus far totally un- 
matched -- kiddie classics produced 
in an incredible burst of creativity in 
this country during the first half of 
the century, and which have since 
been unofficially admitted into a Sa- 
bra folklore hall of fame. 


IT IS NOT oerly clear what the 
purpose of this publication is, as all 
the lyrics were put out with an on- 
the-whole nice translation into En- 
glish, as well as a careful phonetic 
transliteration of the Hebrew into 
Latin characters. Why would any- 
one take the time and trouble to do 
this? It could be that the idea was to 
sell the collection to Jewish young- 
sters in the Anglophone Diaspora. 
But with the tunes not too easy on 
the ear, and the lyrics a bit complex 
for the non-native Hebrew speaker, 
that would be a questionable 
endeavor. 

[1 could be that in the back of 
someone's mind was the idea of cap- 
turing part of the yordim matkct, 
where there are surely parents who 
remember many of the songs, which 
were hits on the radio not too many 
years back. Among the yordim com- 
munity there might be kids profi- 
cient enough in spoken Hebrew but 
not too literate in their mother 
tongue any longer. 

This package seems most suitable 
for local elementary school kids, 
who speak the idiom and would 
identify with the trials and tribula- 
tions of the three protagonists -- and 
who do not need the English. μ 
might also be ἃ nostalgia-stirrer for 
aging teens,

For more than 20 years now, Kol- 
lek has made order out of Babel. 
Against all the odds, Jerusalem is ἃ 
city worth living in and rewarding to 
visit. Naomi Shepherd, who has 
lived here for 30 years, offers valu- 


uble insight ita how the mayor has 
managed: wheeling and: dealing. 
couxing and bullying, culling cor- 
ners, defying the bureauratic con- 
ventions, sailing close to the legul 
wind, working an [S-hour day. 

She chromeles the failures as well 
as the successes: the losing battle 
against the centri government's 
urge τὼ build satellite suburbs 
beyond the city limits, the quarrel 
wilh his own’ planners ever the 
Mamilla redcvelupment apposite 
the Jaffa Gate. the stalemated sta- 
diumythe murder of Elian Amedi 
and the anti-Arih pogrom it pro- 
voked, the Jewish penetration of the 
Old City’s Moslem Quarter. 


IF L HAVE one complaint, it is that 
the book is rather dry. Shepherd 
writes with clarity and style, bur I 
miss the earthiness of her subject, 
the rudeness as well as the charm, 
the Teddy who dozes off in the 
cathedral, who caasperates his staff 
as wellas inspires them. Where is the 
Kollek who could tell an American 
interviewer, ‘The Jews call me ἡ 
bastard, the Aribs call me # Zionist 
bastard"? 

The author might also huve analy- 
sed in more detail how a Labour 
mayor has retained power for so long 
in a city dominated in national poli- 
ties by the Likud. Who are his part- 
ners in the One Jerusalem list? How 
did he bring them into the fold? How 
does he keep them there? 

The ultimate measure of Kollek's 
achievement is ‘that although he is 
now 76 and has been mayor for 22 
years, those who share his ambitions 
for Jerusalem, as holy city and capit- 

al city, cannot imagine anyone else 
doing the job half as well. 
Shepherd's interview with the docal 
Likud supremo, Reuven Rivlin, 
hints at darker days ahead. 

The book ends on an upbeat. 
Kollek emerges from the smoke of 
the Amedi riots and the shadow of a 
financial scandal to rally his troops in 
Binyenei Ha'uma with a rousing:
